VALE 

BILL  LONGWORTH 

One  of  the  Club’s  best  known  and  re¬ 
spected  members  in  the  person  of  Bill 
Longworth  has  passed  away. 

He  had  a  distinguished  membership 
record  of  55  years,  having  joined  the  Club 
prior  to  the  First  World  War. 

He  was  a  noted  Australian  sportsman 
and  former  chairman  of  the  Sydney  Turf 
Club  from  1959  until  he  retired  in  1967. 

Bill  was  NSW  snooker  champion  in 
1921-22,  State  amateur  billiards  cham¬ 
pion  in  1937,  and  champion  of  Tattersall’s 
Club  many  times. 

He  was  once  one  of  Australia’s  out¬ 
standing  swimmers,  winning,  in  1912,  all 
NSW  and  Australian  championships  for 
distances  from  100  yards  to  one  mile. 


At  the  1912  Olympic  Games  in  Stock¬ 
holm  he  qualified  for  the  100  metres  and 
1500  metres  races. 

As  recorded  in  our  tribute  to  Jack  Dex¬ 
ter  in  our  last  issue.  Bill  was  also  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  winning  800  metres  relay  team 
in  the  Inter-Allied  Games  in  Paris  in  1919. 

His  active  interest  in  racing  included 
ownership  of  Young  Crusader,  winner  of 
the  1936  Metropolitan,  and  Fearless  Fox, 
winner  of  the  1940  QTC  Derby. 

In  more  recent  years  he  raced  such  top 
liners  as  Wenona  Girl,  Farnworth,  Gram¬ 
mar  Lad,  and  Young  Brolga. 

Our  condolences  are  extended  to  his 
widow  and  family  in  their  sad  bereave¬ 
ment. 


WILLIAM  THE  FIFTH 

The  illustrious  racing  name  of  Kelso 
now  enters  its  fifth  generation  in  Aus¬ 
tralia.  Member,  William  Leslie  Kelso, 
Jnr.,  and  his  wife,  Mary,  have  two  chil¬ 
dren.  They  are  William,  aged  3,  who  will 
carry  the  name  of  the  fifth  William 
Kelso,  and  his  sister,  Katie,  18  months. 

Grandfather,  William  Samuel  Kelso, 
trained  Statesman,  winner  of  the  1928 
Melbourne  Cup;  and  had  the  distinction 
of  being  the  owner,  trainer  and  breeder 
of  that  horse. 

His  son,  William  Edward  Kelso,  was 
the  trainer  of  well  performed  horses,  in¬ 
cluding  Persist.

The 
price?  100  to  one. 

Perhaps  this  augurs  well  for  William 
Kelso,  5th,  who  certainly  carries  a  great 
name.

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MEMBERS'  TOP  SPRING 
WINNERS 

By  C.  J.  Graves 


It  seems  to  be  a  matter  of  tradi¬ 
tion  that  Randwick  should  come 
first  in  the  hierarchy  of  Sydney 
racing. 

Horses  from  Randwick  stables 
won  $141,000  of  the  prizes  for  the 
important  events  from  $226,000 
distributed  over  the  four  days  of 
the  Spring  carnival  held  by  the 
Australian  Jockey  Club  in  early 
October,  1969. 

These  stables  won  the  Derby  $34,000 
with  Divide  and  Rule,  the  Metropolitan 
$27,000  with  Tails,  and  a  host  of 
other  races  worth  $17,000  for  trainer, 
Neville  Begg. 

The  only  big  slice  of  cake  left  to  an 
outside  trainer  and  member,  Harold 
Riley  of  Warwick  Farm,  was  the  $27,000 
for  the  Epsom  success  of  Broker’s  Tip. 

From  Tattersall’s  Club's  point  of  view 
the  prize-money  distribution  was  highly 
satisfactory.  Members  won  $164,350  of 
this  $226,000  total. 

Biggest  winning  member  of  Tatter- 
sail’s  Club  was  Dick  Roden,  who  has 
been  a  member  since  coming  from 
Brisbane  where  he  was  a  successful 
trainer.  He  settled  at  a  Randwick  stable 
12  years  ago. 

Before  transferring  to  Sydney  he  won 
the  Doomben  Ten  Thousand  with  New 
Zealand  horse,  El  Khobar,  in  1956.  This 
triumph  was  followed  by  an  unusual 
treble  with  Macdougal  in  the  Metro¬ 
politan  at  Randwick,  the  Melbourne  Cup 
and  the  Brisbane  Cup,  in  1959. 

Owing  to  illness  Dick  Roden  was 
given  leave  of  absence  from  training 
by  the  Australian  Jockey  Club  a  few 
months  ago,  and  his  horse,  Divide  and 
Rule,  acquired  by  him  for  $35,000 
when  the  Asian  syndicate  split  up, 
joined  the  Randwick  stable  of  Neville 
Begg. 

Neville  has  become  a  successful 
trainer  on  Sydney  turf  after  having 
learned  his  skills  when  he  was  foreman 
to  Maurice  McCarten.  Maurice,  a  mem¬ 
ber  since  1942,  was  Sydney’s  leading 
trainer  just  after  the  war,  and  was  also 
a  top  race  rider.  Begg  is  not  a  member. 

Begg  turned  out  Divide  and  Rule  in 
great  form  and  condition  although  he 
had  won  but  one  race,  a  Graduation, 
before  the  Derby,  and  he  raced  away  to 
a  five  lengths  success  in  the  Australian 
Jockey  Club’s  Blue  Riband. 
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It  was  the  biggest  turf  achievement 
in  Dick  Roden’s  ownership. 

The  Derby  was  worth  $34,000  to  the 
winner. 

One  of  the  Club’s  most  colourful 
personalities,  Jack  Shaw,  a  member 
since  1925  as  bookmaker,  owner  and 
punter,  gained  the  most  opulent  con¬ 
solation  prize  of  the  carnival — $10,000 
for  a  second  by  his  colt  Gallicus  to 
Divide  and  Rule  in  the  Derby. 

Harold  Riley,  formerly  of  New  Zea¬ 
land,  joined  Tattersall’s  Club  in  1965 
when  he  became  established  at  War¬ 
wick  Farm  as  a  successful  trainer.  He 
did  this  with  moderate  thoroughbred 
stock,  but  he  showed  what  he  could  do 
with  better  material  when  he  gained 
a  very  impressive  Epsom  win  with 
Broker's  Tip. 

Pat  Murray  joined  the  Club  in  1960 
and  gained  a  popular  success  with 
Tails,  equal  favourite  for  the  Metro¬ 
politan.  As  a  trainer  of  stayers  Pat  has 
followed  the  footsteps  of  his  father, 
the  late  Tom  Murray,  who  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  for  over  40  years  and  trained  a  big 
racing  team  at  Randwick  including  that 
good  sprinter  Native  Son,  owned  by 
Bill  Kirwan. 

Pat  Murray  trained  Tails  for  his 
Meropolitan  success  for  the  Hon.  Mr. 
C.  E.  Barnes,  Minister  of  Territories. 

Mr.  Barnes  belongs  to  a  family  which 
has  bred  and  raced  thoroughbreds  in 
Queensland  since  the  advent  of  the 
turf  in  that  State  at  the  family’s  Canning 
Down  Stud,  Warwick,  in  the  Darling 
Downs. 

Tails  is  by  Dalray,  winner  of  the  1952 
Metropolitan  with  9  1  and  the  Mel¬ 
bourne  Cup  with  9  8.  Dalray  has  been 
Canning  Downs’  top  stallion  for  15 
years. 

Club  member  and  trainer,  Arthur 
Ward,  won  the  time-honoured  Colin 
Stephen  weight-for-age  event  with 
Nausori. 

Another  trainer-member,  Tom  Hill, 
brought  off  a  double  with  Brazen  Boy, 
who,  before  the  meeting  had  earned 
the  unenviable  reputation  of  being  Syd¬ 
ney’s  most  unlucky  welter  performer. 

Tom  Hill  also  won  races  at  the  carni¬ 
val  with  Gaulmor,  L'Affaire  and  Prince 
o’  Jazz.
